The Town of West Hartford is seeking a contractor(s) to refinish gym flooring at Braeburn Elementary
School, 45 Braeburn Road, West Hartford, CT. Contractor shall provide all labor, equipment,
materials, and supplies to refinish the gym floor per the specifications herein. All materials and
procedures shall be M.F.M.A. approved and strictly adhered to. Workmanship and materials shall be
guaranteed for a period of one year upon completion.

Pre-bid meeting will be held on May 7, 2018 at 10:00 AM at Braeburn Elementary School, 45 Bracburn
Rd, West Hartford, CT. Contractors are strongly encouraged to attend the pre-bid meeting as this is the
prime opportunity to see the site. COVID19 Restrictions and social distancing will be adhered to
during the pre-bid meeting,.

SPECIFICATIONS:

Contactor shall sand to bare wood the entire floor, apply two seal coats of polyurethane, paint game
lines as they exist, including the cross lines used by the phys. ed. dept. , and apply two coats of BONA
gym finish.

Upon inspection, there are damaged areas the contractor shall carry in his base bid price. Quantities

above the defined approximate amount will utilize unit pricing and will be factored at invoice time.

Unit pricing shall include all labor, equipment, materials and supplies to provide items defined:

v Contractor shall make repairs to the old apparatus mounts, approx. 15 places, new wood shall be
toothed in to make almost invisible repairs.

v Contractor shall address approx. five areas that have what seems to be raised, loose flooring boards
(repair). Contractor shall attempt to bring them down to flush with the surrounding flooring and
fasten them down.

v" There are also approximately 20 small cireles on the floor currently need repair. Contractor shall
include no more than twenty of them.

v Implementation of Unit Pricing will be agreed upon by Project Manager and Contractor prior to
installation.

Thresholds or the base trim are excluded from this bid. Contractors may be asked to remove and return

sections of base trim but no new base trim is anticipated.

The Town will supply dumpsters for sawdust and debris created and electrical access for sanding operations.

B. Tothe fullest extent pemmitted by law, the Contractor shall release, defend, indemnify, and hold harmiess the
Town of West Hartford, West Hartford Board of Education, and their respective boards, commissions, officers,
officials, employees, agents, representatives and volunteers from any and all suits, claims, damages, costs,
(including without limitation reasonable attorneys' fees), compensation, penalties, fines, liabilities or
judgments that may arise out of the failure of the Contractor, its officers, agents, contractors of any tier, or
anyone directly or indirectly employed by them to comply with any laws, statutes, ordinances, building codes,
and rules and regulations of the United States of America, the State of Connecticut, the Town of West
Hartford, or their respective agencies.

C. This duty to indemnity shall not be constrained or affected by the Confractor's insurance coverage or limits,
or any other portion of the Contract relating to insurance requirements. It's agreed that the Contractor's
responsibilities and obligations to indemnify shall survive the completion, expiration, suspension or
termination of the Contract.

iIl. INSURANCE
A. Insurance Requirements

1. The Contractor shall obtain and maintain at its own cost and expense all the insurance described below
continuously for the duration of the Contract, including any and all extensions, except as defined
otherwise in this Exhibit.

2. Contractor’s policies shall be written by insurance companies authorized to do business in the State of
Connecticut, with a Best's rating of no less than A:VII, or otherwise approved by the Town.

3. All policles (with the exception of Worker's Compensation) shall be endorsed to include the Town of
West Hartford, West Hariford Board of Education, and their respective boards, commissions, officers,
officials. employees, agents, representatives, and volunteers as an Additional Insured. The coverage
shall include, but not be limited to, investigation, defense, settiement, judgment or payment of any legal
liability. Blanket Additional Ingured Endorsements are acceptable. Any Insured vs. Insured language
shall be amended to eliminate any cenflicts or coverage restrictions between the respective Insureds.

4. When the Town or the Contractor is damaged by failure of the Contractor to purchase or maintain
insurance required under this Exhibit, the Contractor shall bear alt reasonable costs including, but not
limited to, attomey's fees and costs of litigation praperly attributable thereto.
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B. Required Insurance Coverages:

1. Commercial General Liability: $1,000,000 each occurrence / $2,000,000 aggregate for
premisesfoperations, products/ completed operations, confractual liability, independent contractors,
personal injury and broad form property damage. Contractor shall continue to provide products/
completed operations coverage for twe (2) years after final completion of the work.

2. Automobile Liability and Physical Damage Coverage: $1,000,000 each accident for any auto,
including uninsuredfunderinsured motorist coverage and medical payments, Policy shall include
collision and comprehensive physical damage coverage.

3. Umbrella Liability: $2,000,000 each occurrence / $4,000,000 aggregate, following form.

4. Workers' Compensation and Employer's Liability: Statutory coverage in compliance with the
Workers' Compensation laws of the State of Connecticut. Policy shall include Ermployer's Liability with
minimum limits of $1,000,000 each accident, $1,000,000 disease/policy limit, $1,000,000 diseasefeach
employee.

The Contractor represents that they are currently in compliance with all requirements of the State of
Connecticut Warkers’ Compensation Act and that it shall remain in compliance for the duration of the
Contract. The Contractor agrees that Workers' Compensation is their sole remedy and shall indemnify
and hold hammless the Town from all suits, claims, and actions arising from personal injuries to the
Contractor, however caused. This indemnity shall not be affected by a lapse of Workers' Compensation
coverage andfor if the Contractor failed, neglected, refused or is unable to obtain Workers' Compensation
insurance.

5. Personal Property: All personal property of the Contractor are the sole risk of the Contractor. The
Contractor agrees to indemnify, defend and hold harmless the Town from any and all losses or
damages, however caused, to any and all personal property belonging to the Contractor.

C. Additional Terms

1. Minirnum Scope and Limits: The required insurance shall meet the minimum scope and limits of
insurance specified in this Exhibit, or required by applicable federal, state andfor municipal [aw,
regulation or requirement, whichever coverage is greater. Providing proof of compliance with the
insurance requirements described in this Exhibit is not intended, and shall not be construed to exclude
the Town from additional limits and coverage available to the Contractor.

Acceptance by the Town of insurance submitted by the Contractor does not relieve or decrease in any
manner the liability of the Contractor arising out of or in connection with this Contract. The Contractor
is responsible for any losses, claims and costs of any kind which exceed the Contractor's limits of
liability, or which may be outside the coverage scope of the policies, or a result of non-compliance with
any laws including, but not limited to, environmental laws. The requirements herein are not intended,
and shall not be construed to limit or eliminate the liability of the Contractor that arises from the Contract.

2. Cerlificates of Insurance: The Contractor shall provide cerificates of insurance, policy endorsements,
declaration page(s) or provisions acceptable to the Town confirming compliance with this Exhibit and
thereafter upon renewal or replacement of each required policy of insurance. Upon request, the
Contractor agrees to furnish complete copies of the required policies.

3. Subcontractors: Contractor shall cause all contractors of any tier, acting on its behalf, to comply with
this Exhibit. The Contractor shall either include its contractors as an Insured under its insurance policies
or furnish separate certificates of insurance and endorsements for each subcontractor.

4. Premiums, Deductibles and Other Liabilittes: Any and all related costs, including but not limited to,
deductibles, retentions, losses, claim expenses, premiums, taxes, and audit charges earned are the
sole responsibility of the Contractor.

8. Occurrence Form. Primary and Non-Contributory: All required insurance coverage shall be written on
an occurrence basis, except as defined otherwise in this Exhibit. Each required policy of insurance
shall be primary and non-contributory with respect to any insurance or self-insurance maintained by the
Town.

Unless limited by the lerm "no substitute”, the use of the name of a manufaclurer or of any particular make, madel, or brand in describing an item, does
not restrict biddars to that manufacturer or specific article, this means being used simply to indicate the character or quality of the article so described: -
but the article offered rmust be of such character and quality that it will serve the purpose for which it is o be used, equally as wekH as that specified, and
shall be deemed by the Town (o be so warranted by the bidder. Bids on comparable items must clearly state the exact arlicle being offered, and bidder
shall furnish such other Information concerning the article being offered as necessary to evaluale ils acceptablility for the purpose intended. If the bidder
does not indicate that the articls he offers is other than as specified, it will be understond that the bidder is offering the articte exactly as specified.
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The Purchasing Agent reserves the right to reject any or all bids, or the bid for any one or more commodilies or contracted services included in any or

all bids, to waive any informality in bids and unless otherwise specified, lo buy any part or the whole from one or more bidders when itis to the Town's
best interest to do so.

INTERPRETATION - PAROL EVIDENCE

The conlract pursuant to this soflcitation Is intended by the parties as a final expression of their agresment and is intended also as a complets and
exclusive statement of the terms of such Conlract. No course of prior dealings between the parties and no usage of the irade shall be relevant to
supplement or explain any term used in the contract. Acceptance or acquiescence in a course of performance rendered under the contract shall nat be
relevant to determine the meaning of the contract even though the accepting or acquiescing party had knowledge of the nature of this performance and
opportunity to object. .

LAW OF WAIVER ] )
Any breach of conlract which the Town does not object to shall not operate as a waiver of the Town to seek remedies available to it for any subsequent
breach.

LICENSES
Contractar shall maintain in current status all federa!, state and loeal licenses and permits required for the operation of the business conducted by the
Contractor as applicable to this contract.

PUBLIC RECORD _ .
All proposals submitted In response to this request shall become the property of the Town and shali become a matter of public record available for
review subsequent to tha award notificatlon.

PROPERTYY TAX ASSESSMENT

All owners of real estate, or of tangible personal property located in any town for three months or more during the assessment year immediately
preceding any assessment day, who are nonresldents of such town, shall file fists of such real estate and personal property with the assessors of the
town in which the same is localed on such assessment day, if located in such town for three months or more in such year, otherwise, in lhe town in
which such property is located for the thrae months or more in such year nearest to such assessment day, under the same provisions as apply to
residents, and such personal property shall not ba {lable to taxation In any other town In this state. The list of each nenresidaent taxpayer shall contain
his post-office and street addréss. The assessors shall mail to each nonresident, or to his atlorney or agent having custody of his taxable property, at
least fifteen days befora the expiration af the lime for filing lists, blank forms for filing lists of such property. The lists of taxable property of nonresidents
shall be arranged In alphabetlcal order and separate from the lists of residents, provided no such separation shail be necessary in any town the board of
assessors of which, upon the request of its property tax collector, has mada rules and regulations approved by the secretary of the office of policy and
management setting up an alternative method of arangement.

PROVISIONS REQUIRED BY LAW
Each and every provislon. of law and any clause required by law to be in the contract shall be read and enforced as though it were included herein, and

if through mistake or otherwisa any such provision Is nol inserted, or is not correctly inserted, then upon the application of either party the contract shall
forthwith be physically amended to make such insertion or correction.

RELATIONSHIP OF PARTIES

Itis clearly understood that each party shall act In Its own individual capacity and not as an agent, employee, partner, joint venturer, or associate of the
other. An employae or agent of one party shalf not be deemed or construed to be the employee or agent of the other party for any purpose whatsoever,
The Centractor Is advised {hat taxes or social security payments shali not be withheld from a Town payment issued hersunder and that Contractor
should make arrangements to dlrectly pay such expenses, if any. The Contractor understands that it is not entitled to compensation in the form of

salartes, or o pald vacation or stek days by the Town, The Contractor furdher understands that the Town shall not provide any insurance coverage to
the Contractor, including workmen's compensalion coverage.

RIGHTS AND REMEDIES : :

No provision in thase solicitation documents or In the offeror's bid shall be construed, expressly or by implication as a walver by either party of any
exisiing or future right and/or remedy available by taw in the event of any claim of default or breach of contract. The failure of either party to insist upon
the strict performance of any term or condition of the contract or to exercise or delay the exercise of any right or remedy provided in the conlract, or by

law, or the acceptance of materials or services, obligations Imposed by this contract or by Jaw, and shall not be deeded a waiver of any right of either
party to insist upon the strict performance of the cantract.

SEVERABILITY

The provisions of this contract ara severable to the extent that any provision or application held {o be invalid shall not affect any other provision or
application of the contract which may remain in effect without the invalid provision or application.

SUBCONTRACTS

No subcontract shall be entered Into by the Contractor with any other party to furnish any of the material/service specified herein without the advance
written approval of the Town's Purchasing Agent. All subcontracts shall comply with federal and state laws and regulalions which are apglicable to the
services covered by the subcontract and shall include all the terms and conditlons set forth herein which shall apply with equal

force to the subcontract, as if the subcontractor were the Contraclor referred to herein. The Contractor is responsible for contract performance whether
or not subcontractors are used. The Town shall not unreasonably withhold approval and shall notify the Contractor of the Town's position within a
reasonable period of imae.

SUBMISSION OF BIDS
Signed bid offers, on this form, must be retumed In sealed envelopes addressed to Department of Finance, Division of Purchasing Services, Town Hall,

50 South Main St., West Hartford, CT 06107 and the envelope must bear the notation that it is a sealed bid, the Bid Number and the vendor's name and
address.

Bidders are cautioned lo examine the specifications, drawings, samples, etc. pertaining to the bid.

Failure on the part of the bidder to examine all pertinent documents samples, or job areas shall not entitle him to any relief from the conditions imposed
in the proposal, the specifications and the contract. Unsigned bids or blids without an original signature will not ba accepted.

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When a bidder desires an interpretation or clarification of any ambiguity in the bidding documents, he must contact the Purchasing Agent prior to bid
opening. The Purchasing Agent's Interpratation shall be final and will be made known to all bidders concerned.

6} proper conditions for safe use and exposure to such toxic substance;

7) procedures for cleanup of leaks and spills of such toxic substance; and

8} alabel on pach contalner of any such substance which states, in a clearly legible and conspicucus form, that a toxic substance is contained therein.

This information shall be dlsclosed at the time of the bid apening and chemical data sheets will also ba required if the products meet the toxic
substance criterla.

VENDOR WARRANTY
